account and return as is by such Act required, such society or co-pnrt- 
nership should, for each and every week they should so neglect to 
make such account and return, forfeit the sum of Five hundred Pounds ; 1 5 
and it was by the now reciting Act further enacted, that whenever 
any entry and registry of the firm or name of any such society or co-

by the Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland, ant! all obliga- 
tions, duties and liabilities thereby imposed upon tlie Governor and 
Company of the said Bank, shall be and the same are hereby declared 
to be in full force and continued by this Act, except so lar as the same
